Wyclef Jean won't rule 
out Haiti presidential run 


Delta Airlines expands service to Aruba 
La Guardia to receive additional weekly 


service in the winter season 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Hait¬ 
ian hip hop star and humani¬ 
tarian activist Wyclef Jean 
did not rule out running for 
president amid rumors yes¬ 
terday that he may stand in 
this year's elections in the 
quake-hit Caribbean nation. 

"Wyclefs commitment to 
his homeland and its youth is 
boundless and he will remain 
its greatest supporter regard¬ 
less of whether he is part of 
the government moving for¬ 
ward," his family said in a 
statement. 

"At this time, Wyclef Jean 
has not announced his intent 
to run for Haitian president. 
If and when a decision is 
made, media will be alerted 
immediately." 

The statement responded 
to a report in Canada's 
French-language Fe Droit 
newspaper and rumors in 
Haiti that the former Fugees 
frontman is preparing paper¬ 
work for a bid in the upcom¬ 
ing election. 

Current President Rene 
Preval is barred by the consti¬ 
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tution from seeking a new 
term in the elections sched¬ 
uled for November 28. 

Preval's mandate expires 
in February 2011, but several 
parties have accused him of 
seeking to stay in office, 
adding political tensions to 
the economic and humanitar¬ 
ian troubles afflicting the im- 
pove- rished country. 

Jean, who lives in New 
York, is founder of the huma¬ 
nitarian Yele Haiti Founda¬ 
tion and has played a 
prominent role in securing 
aid after the January 12 earth¬ 
quake leveled much of the 
capital city Port-au-Prince. 

Widespread allegations of 
financial mismanagement 
were leveled at the organiza¬ 
tion during the crisis. 

The quake killed 250,000 
people and has left 1.5 mil¬ 
lion homeless, causing a huge 
humanitarian disaster in the 
poorest country in the Amer¬ 
icas. 


BRASIFIA, Brasil (AFP) - 
Brazilian police, acting in co¬

The Netherlands 
destroying 17 
million swine flu 
vaccine doses 

AMSTERDAM, The Nethelr- 
nads — The Netherlands is de¬ 
stroying more than 17 million 
unused doses of swine flu vac¬ 
cine that were nearing their ex¬ 
piry date and that it could not 
resell, the health ministry said 
yesterday. 

"We have started destro¬ 
ying" the vaccines, health mi¬ 
nistry spokeswoman Inge 
Freriksen told AFR "In the 
coming months, 17.8 million 
doses will be destroyed be¬ 
cause the expiry date is ap¬ 
proaching." 

The Dutch government 
bought 31 million doses of 
vaccine against the A(H1N1) 
virus at the height of the global 
swine flu outbreak last year. 
About 11 million were used. 

Some 2,156 people infected 
with swine flu were hospi¬ 
talised in the Netherlands be¬ 
tween April and December last 
year and 53 died. 

In November the Dutch 
goverment said it was putting 
19 million doses on sale to 
other countries, but managed 
to offload only 257,000. 

The government will keep 
2.2 million doses with a later 
expiry date "in case the virus 
returns in one form or an¬ 
other", Freriksen said. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
sation declared a swine flu 
pandemic on June 11, 2009, 
and says it has since claimed 
some 18,311 lives worldwide. 

The Council of Europe re¬ 
cently called for a probe into 
the WHO’s handling of the 
outbreak, which it said caused 
unjustified scares and waste of 
public money.

Yoko Ono opposes parole 
for John Lennon's killer 


NEW YORK CITY - Yoko 
Ono will again oppose the re¬ 
lease of the man who nearly 30 
years ago killed her husband, 
former Beatle John Lennon, 
and who comes up for parole 
next month, her lawyer said. 

Ono has consistently op¬ 
posed parole for Mark David 
Chapman and has again sent a 
letter to the parole board, her 
lawyer, Peter Shukat, told the 
Daily News. 

"Her position has not 
changed," Shukat said in an ar¬ 
ticle published yesterday. 

Lennon was shot to death 
on December 8, 1980, outside 
the famed Dakota apartment 
building just west of Central 
Park as he and Ono returned 
home from a recording ses¬ 
sion. 

Chapman — now 55 and 
serving a 20-years-to-life sen¬ 
tence for the slaying — is 
scheduled to be interviewed by 
a three-member parole board 
panel during the week of Au¬ 
gust 9. It will be his sixth bid 
for parole. 

Shukat refused to say 
whether Ono’s most recent let¬ 
ter to the board is the same one 
she has submitted every two 
years since Chapman first be¬ 
came eligible for parole in 
2000. 

In that letter, Ono wrote that 


if Chapman is released, "I am 
afraid it will bring back the 
nightmare, the chaos and con¬ 
fusion once again. Myself and 
John’s two sons would not feel 
safe for the rest of our lives." 

She also wrote that Chap¬ 
man would not be safe if al¬ 
lowed back on the streets. 

Due to his notoriety, Chap¬ 
man is kept in a special unit 
apart from the upstate Attica 
prison's general population. He 
works as a porter, cleaning up 
offices, and assists inmates in 
one of the prison's law li¬ 
braries. 

Despite some early minor 
prison violations, Chapman's 
record has been clean since 
1994, the Daily News said. 

Robert Gangi, head of the 
prisoners' rights group, Correc¬ 
tional Association of America, 
doubts Chapman will be re¬ 
leased because of the public 
outrage it would cause. 

"Given that he committed a 
high-profile crime and he 
killed one of the most famous 
and most beloved figures liter¬ 
ally in the world, it's highly un¬ 
likely three parole commi¬ 
ssioners would vote to grant 
him release," Gangi told the 
News. 

Lennon would have been 
70 this October.

Scientists use noses to help 
disabled write, surf, move 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Se¬ 
verely disabled people may 
soon be able to use their noses 
to write, drive a wheelchair or 
surf the Internet, thanks to a 
device developed and tested 
by doctors in Israel. 

The device harnesses 
sniffing — or breathing in and 
out through the nose — which 
involves the soft palate on the 
roof of the mouth, according 
to a study published Monday 
in the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
of the United States. 

The soft palate is controlled 
by cranial nerves which are 
’’always very well conserved 
following severe injury,” 
Noam Sobel, a professor of 
neurobiology at the Weizmann 
Institute in Rehovot, Israel, 
and one of the lead authors of 
the study, told AFP. 

’’That’s why eye blinks can 
be used to communicate with 
severely injured people — be¬ 
cause eye blinks are also con¬ 
trolled by cranial nerves,” 
Sobel said. 

Sobel worked with other 
scientists from the Weizmann 
Institute and the Sackler fac¬ 
ulty of medicine at Tel Aviv 
University to develop a way 
to convert sniffs — which the 
device measures as nasal 
pressure — into electrical sig¬ 
nals. 

Able-bodied individuals 
who tested the device, which 
consists of a small cannula, 
like the tubes used in hospi¬ 
tals to deliver oxygen to pa¬ 
tients, that sits at the opening 
of the nostrils and is con¬ 



nected to a small pressure 
sensor, quickly learned to 
play computer games and 
write sentences by sniffing. 

Encouraged by the results 
in the healthy trial partici¬ 
pants, the researchers decided 
to test their device on quadri¬ 
plegics and ”locked-in” indi¬ 
viduals — people who are 
paralyzed but whose mental 
faculties remain intact. 

One, a woman who be¬ 
came locked-in following a 
stroke around seven months 
earlier, had to be retaught 
how to sniff. 

But within three weeks, 
she was able to use the sniff- 
controller to write. 

She ’’started writing with 
this device at once, initially 
answering questions and after 
a few days generated her first 
post-stroke meaningful self- 
initiated communication that 
entailed a profound, personal 
message to her family,” the 
study says. 

A man who had been 
locked-in for 18 years and 
was only able to communi¬ 
cate by blinking one eye was 
able to write his name by 


sniffing within 20 minutes of 
being fitted with the device. 

And a quadriplegic 
woman with severe multiple 
sclerosis was able to write for 
the first time in 10 years, 
thanks to the sniff-controller. 
She also learned how to 
move a cursor on a computer 
screen by sniffing and now 
uses the device to surf the In¬ 
ternet and write emails, the 
study says. 

Ten quadriplegics who 
tested the device very quickly 
learned to use their noses to 
write words, open an Internet 
browser, and copy and paste 
words into a search engine. 

’’This device allowed us to 
communicate with very se¬ 
verely disabled individuals, 
even with individuals who 
could not blink,” Sobel told 
AFP. 

”We had one patient who 
couldn’t blink at all and she 
sends us emails now by sniff¬ 
ing. That’s pretty moving,” he 
said. 

Encouraged by their suc¬ 
cess in helping severely dis¬ 
abled people to 

communicate, the researchers 
decided to push the envelope 
of the new techology and de¬ 
vised a code to allow an elec¬ 
tric wheelchair to be driven 
by sniffs. 

Ten healthy people easily 
mastered sniff-driving a 
wheelchair through a maze 
and a 30-year-old man who 
had been paralyzed from the 
neck down for six years was 
as good a sniff-driver as the 
healthy participants by his 
second attempt, the study 
says.

As temperature rises, so does 
seniors’ risk of hyperthermia 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Ever worried about having an 
ugly baby? Fret not, a popu¬ 
lar dating website exclusively 
for beautiful people has 
branched out to provide a fer¬ 
tility forum aimed at creating 
beautiful babies. 

Criticized by some as nar¬ 
cissism gone mad, the project 
was launched in June, shortly 
after BeautifulPeople.com 
booted out 5,000 people who 
gained weight and were 
deemed too ugly to remain 
members. 

Presented as a solution for 
parents who worry about 
having ugly children, the Fer¬ 
tility Forum is ’’like any char¬ 
itable work,” according to 
managing director Greg 
Hodge, a good-looking Brit. 

It’s ”a noble cause for 
those going through the diffi¬ 
cult experience of failing to 
conceive,” he told AFP, ex¬ 
plaining that the site gets no 
payment for directing donors 
and recipients to professional 
clinics. 

The forum is accessed 
through the BeautifulPeo- 
ple.com website, which was 
founded in 2002 in Denmark 
and now has a presence in 
190 countries, although only 
pretty people need apply. 

Those wanting to join sub¬ 
mit a photo for approval by 
their peers — some 600,000 
people pay to be part of the 
network that proudly styles 
itself as the world's largest 
community of beautiful peo¬ 
ple. 

"It's completely demo¬ 
cratic — if you secure enough 
positive votes, you are ac¬ 
cepted; if not, you are shown 
the door,” said Hodge, who 


manages from Fos Angeles 
the website launched in the 
United States in 2005. 

In a major departure for 
the B eautifulPeople .com 
founders, even ugly people 
are allowed to subscribe to 
the new forum, browsing for 
attractive sperm and egg 
donors to ultimately improve 
the gene pool. 

Beautiful members can 
post if they want to donate 
their genetically blessed 
sperm or eggs to an unattrac¬ 
tive person or couple who 
wants a baby. 

"Initially, we hesitated to 
widen the offering to non¬ 
beautiful people," explained 
BeautifulPeople.com founder 
Robert Hintze, an attractive 
blue-eyed Dane. 

— Can f t be selfish with 
attractive genes — 

"But everyone — including 
ugly people — would like to 
bring good-looking children 
in to the world, and we can't 
be selfish with our attractive 
gene pool.” 

When Hodge unveiled the 
virtual sperm and egg bank in 
June, he said there was obvi¬ 
ously a massive demand for 
attractive donors. 

"Every parent would like 
their child to be blessed with 
many fine attributes, attrac¬ 
tiveness being one of the 
most sought after. For a site 
with members who resemble 
Brad Pitt, George Clooney 
and Angelina Jolie, you can 
imagine the demand.” 

At an interview in a Bev¬ 
erly Hills cafe, where most 
passers-by looked like Holly¬ 
wood stars, Hodge side¬ 
stepped questions about ugly 
people and portrayed the ini¬ 


tiative as a worthy cause to 
help those with fertility prob¬ 
lems. 

"We remain impartial, 
we're a vehicle of informa¬ 
tion that eventual donors and 
recipients can get, but with¬ 
out any link to any fertility 
clinic,” he told AFP. 

Egg donor Fisa Bluemel, 
30, told AFP she initially 
joined BeautifulPeople.com 
to meet people and broaden 
her network, thinking that if 
a romance came then so 
much the better. 

The Fertility Forum 
caught her attention because 
she had a friend who could 
not conceive. "I know the an¬ 
guish she has gone through,” 
she said. 

Bluemel said her decision 
to donate eggs was nothing to 
do with the money and wasn't 
superficial or narcissistic in 
the slightest. 

"It's a deeply emotional 
decision and I have given it 
much thought, giving a cou¬ 
ple the gift of a new life and 
helping in the creation of a 
loving family is perhaps the 
most special gift of all. 

"If s not about just seeking 
beautiful babies,” she added. 
"Naturally intelligence, 
health is the most important, 
but why can't you try to se¬ 
cure all the best attributes? 
Who would not do that for 
their child?” 

A Spanish woman, who 
had struggled for years to 
have children but is now 
eight months pregnant, 
pointed out that the principle 
behind Fertility Forum was 
nothing new. 

"This has been done in 
clinics for some time, not 
with pictures but with a pro¬ 
file about donor characteris¬ 
tics: tall, blond, blue eyes, 
from a Nordic country,” she 
said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

Richard Paulson, a fertility 
expert at the Keck School of 
Medicine of the University of 
Southern California who has 
practiced reproductive medi¬ 
cine for 25 years, warned 
there were no guarantees of a 
beautiful baby. 

"Making a decision about 
one's future partner, whether 
it is a marriage partner, or 
partner for reproduction, on 
the basis of information 
posted on a website would be 
naive at best,” he said. 

"I do not consider these 
types of websites to be dan¬ 
gerous, or threatening, but 
rather, simply amusing.” 


Extreme summer heat can 
place older people at in¬ 
creased risk for developing 
the dangerous high body tem¬ 
perature condition known as 
hyperthermia, experts at the 
U.S. National Institute on 
Aging (NIA) warn. 

As a result of the body’s 
inability to regulate body 
temperature following expo¬ 
sure to very hot weather, the 
elderly may face a number of 
related health problems, in¬ 
cluding heat fatigue and ex¬ 
haustion, sudden dizziness 
(known as “heat syncope”), 
heat cramps, and heat stroke 
(when body temperature rises 
above 104 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit), the agency cautions. 

In a news release from the 
agency, experts advise that 
elderly individuals — espe¬ 
cially those coping with 
chronic heart, lung and/or 
kidney diseases, as well as 


sweat gland problems and 
poor circulation — should 
stay indoors on very hot and 
humid days. 

If air conditioning is un¬ 
available at home, the NIA 
suggests that seniors try to take 
advantage of cooler locales, 
such as senior centers, movie 
theaters, churches and reli¬ 
gious facilities, social service 
organizations, and libraries. 

Drinking a lot of fluids, 
while avoiding alcohol and 
caffeine, is also critical, as is 
dressing appropriately and 
avoiding crowds. 

Anyone thought to be suf¬ 
fering from a heat-related 
condition should be brought 
to a shaded or air-conditioned 
location, and encouraged to 
lie down and cool off by 
using a sponge and cool 
water, or a shower or bath, if 
possible. If heat stroke is sus¬ 
pected, call 911.

The University of Mary¬ 
land Medical Center offers 
this list of relaxation tech¬ 
niques: 

Progressive relaxation, 
which is consciously relax¬ 
ing the muscles from your 
toes to your head and 
everything between. 

* Toe tensing involves 
lying down, pointing the 
toes toward the face, and 
holding for 10 seconds be¬ 
fore relaxing the toes and 

repeating. 

* Breathing in deeply for eight to 10 seconds, holding the 
breath for one to two seconds, and slowly releasing. 

* Guided imagery, which involves closing your eyes and 
visualizing a happy, peaceful place. 

* Quiet ears, in which you lie down with hands beneath 
the head, then block the ear canals with the thumbs. Hold this 
position for 10 seconds to 15 seconds.

Spain's Catalonia on verge of banning bullfighting 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Bullfighting in Spain could 
suffer its biggest setback to 
date today when the local par¬ 
liament in Catalonia votes on 
whether to ban the practice in 
the separatist-minded north¬ 
eastern region. 

The assembly is scheduled 
to vote on the issue this morn¬ 
ing after animal rights activists 
campaigning under the plat¬ 
form "Prou!" or "Enough!" in 


the Catalan language, collected 
180,000 signatures in Catalo¬ 
nia on a petition calling for the 
motion to be debated and 
voted on by the assembly. 

The most recent indications 
are that a majority of the 135 
lawmakers in the regional as¬ 
sembly are in favour of the 
motion to tighten Catalonia's 
animal protection law to re¬ 
move an exception for bull¬ 
fights from a ban on the killing 


or mistreating animals in 
shows. 

If approved Catalonia, 
home to Barcelona, Spain's 
second-largest city, would be¬ 
come the first region in the 
country outside of the Canary 
Islands to ban the practice and 
it could inspire other regions to 
follow its example. 

Bullfighting was made ille¬ 
gal in the Canary Islands in 
1991.

Europe clears huge US 
airline merger 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe yesterday cleared a 
merger between US carriers 
United and Continental that 
will create the world’s biggest 
airline, with the companies 
now racing to secure US ap¬ 
proval. 

The green light from Brus¬ 
sels competition enforcers has 
still to be matched by US anti¬ 
trust authorities, who turned 
down a United-US Airways 
deal in 2001, with backing also 
required from shareholders of 
the two companies. 

Five weeks after being for¬ 
mally notified, the European 
Commission ’’concluded that 


the transaction would not sig¬ 
nificantly impede effective 
competition” in Europe, where 
the US airlines service a com¬ 
bined 35 destinations. 

The new airline will fly 
under the United Airlines 
name and will hold around 
seven percent of global airline 
capacity. It has a market value 
pegged at around 6.75 billion 
dollars (5.2 billion euros). 

The companies hope to 
close the deal by the end of the 
year, and also yesterday an¬ 
nounced their new line-up re¬ 
porting to Jeff Smisek, 
Continental's current chief ex¬ 
ecutive who will serve as CEO.

Therefore, 
the more facts you can present 
in the ad, the more credible 
your offer. 

Always remember when 
you write your ad, the more 
facts about your product or 
service you present, the more 
customers you’ll get to re¬ 
spond to your ad. 


People want facts as rea¬ 
sons and excuses for buying a 
product or service. How often 
have you felt you’ve been 
taken? 

So, the desire portion of 
your ad has to build belief and 
credibility in the mind of your 
reader. It has to assure them of 
their good judgement in the de¬ 
cision to buy, and must furnish 
evidence of the benefits you’ve 
promised. 

When you do this, you cre¬ 
ate in their mind a safety net in 
case anyone should question 
their decision to buy your 
product or service. 

Individuals tend to believe 
in the things that appeal to 
their individual desires, fears, 
and other emotions. 

People believe what they 
want to believe. Your reader 
wants to believe your ad, espe¬ 
cially if they’ve read this far 
into it and it’s up to you to sup¬ 
port this desire that you’ve cre¬ 
ated. 

Study your product or serv¬ 
ice and everything about it and 
visualize the wants and desires 
or your potential customers. 

You could always find 
plenty of facts to support the 
buyer’s reasons for buying. 

But facts are just that, facts. 
You now have to turn these 
facts into benefits...how your 
prospective customer will ben¬ 
efit from purchasing your 
product or service. 

Draw a mental picture for 
your potential buyer by letting 
them imagine owning the 
product or taking advantage of 
your service. 

How about inducing them 
to visualize all of the benefits 
you’ve promised, and let them 
see themselves richer, enjoying 
luxury, having time to do 
whatever they’d like with all of 


their dreams fulfilled. 

This can be done in one or 
two sentences, or spelled out in 
a paragraph or more, but it’s an 
ingredient you must include 
prior to closing the sale. 

The mental imagery created 
by the ad is the element in¬ 
cluded in all successes that ac¬ 
tually make the sale for you. 

Don’t try to sell anything 
without it. 

Just take a moment and 
think about your own experi¬ 
ences whenever you've pur¬ 
chased something. 

Every one of the fundamen¬ 
tals in the master formula 
(AIDA) is necessary. 

Those individuals who are 
easy to sell may perhaps be 
sold even if some of these fac¬ 
tors are left out. 

But why take the chance. 
It’s wiser to plan your adver¬ 
tisement so that it will have a 
powerful impact upon those 
who are the “Hardest to Sell” 

Unlike face-to-face selling, 
you cannot in printed advertis¬ 
ing come to a trial close in 
order to see if those who are 
easier to sell will buy without 
further persuasion. 

Always assume that you are 
talking to the hardest ones. 

Well, that’s it for this Tip. 
In the next Tip, I’ll give you 
the secret for obtaining the 
order.

Air France-KLM returns to profit, sees 


break-even this year 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France-KLM said yesterday 
it returned to profit in its first 
quarter and forecast a break¬ 
even operating performance 
for its current year to March 
2011, excluding the impact of 
April flight chaos caused by 
the Iceland volcano dust 
cloud. 

The airline reported a net 
profit of 736 million euros 
(950 million dollars) for the 
three months to June, more 
than reversing a year-earlier 
loss of 426 million euros 


when the global slump sav¬ 
aged the airline industry. 

Sales rose 10.7 percent to 
5.72 billion euros, it said, 
adding that the disruption of 
flights in April masked a 
pick-up in passenger num¬ 
bers, which rose more than 
four percent in May and June 
alone but were down 2.3 per¬ 
cent for the quarter as a 
whole. 

Air France-KLM said it 
had an operating loss of 132 
million euros in the three 
months, an improvement 


over the year-earlier shortfall 
of 496 million euros. 

If the April loss of flights 
were excluded, the company 
made an operating profit of 
28 million euros in the pe¬ 
riod, it added. 

For its current year, the 
airline said it expected to 
break-even at the operating 
level, excluding the impact of 
the April disruption. 

In the year to March 2010, 
the company sustained an op¬ 
erating loss of 1.28 billion 
euros.

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DiCaprio's 'Inception 1 
pounds 'Salt' at box office 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - ’’In¬ 
ception,” the sci-fi thriller 
starring Leonardo DiCaprio, 
topped the North American 
box office for a second 
straight weekend, holding off 
a challenge by Angelina 
Jolie’s spy action film ’’Salt,” 
final receipts showed at the 
beginning of this week. 

The mind-warp summer 
blockbuster — one of only a 
handful of original, non-se¬ 
quel movies to gain that title 
this year — hauled in 42.7 
million dollars in receipts for 
the weekend, for a total 142.9 
million in its 10 days of re¬ 
lease, according to box office 
tracker Exhibitor Relations. 

With ’’The Dark Knight” 
director Christopher Nolan at 
the helm, the flick about a 
thief who specializes in infil¬ 
trating dreams and stealing 
thoughts has wowed critics 
with its complex science fic¬ 
tion concepts. 

’’Inception” cut down on 
the ticket intake for the 
timely ’’Salt,” which took 
second spot with 36 million 
dollars in its debut weekend. 

Jolie, Hollywood’s biggest 
female action flick superstar, 
plays captivating CIA agent 
Evelyn Salt, who is accused 
of being a Russian spy and 
must prove her innocence 
while on the run. 

3-D animated film ’’Despi¬ 
cable Me” slipped one spot to 
third, with 23.7 million dol¬ 
lars in receipts. 

The film from Universal 
Pictures, starring Steve Carell 
as the voice of Gru, a villain 
bent on snatching the moon, 
has earned a surprise total of 
161.3 million dollars in its 
three weeks of release. 

’’The Sorcerer’s Appren¬ 
tice” took fourth place with 
9.7 million dollars, for the 
Nicholas Cage-starring story 
of a magician battling evil 
alongside his hapless pupil. 

’’Toy Story 3” held the 
fifth spot with 8.9 million 
dollars in receipts and a six- 
week total of 379.4 million 
dollars. 

Debuting in sixth was 
Fox’s ’’Ramona and Beezus,” 
a dramedy about the lives of 
two young sisters based on 
the beloved series of chil¬ 
dren’s books by author Bev¬ 
erly Cleary. It pulled in 7.8 
million dollars. 

Seventh place was 
claimed by ’’Grownups,” the 
Adam Sandler and Chris 
Rock comedy about a re¬ 
union of high school friends, 
which earned 7.4 million dol¬ 
lars in its fifth week. 

A previous top earner, vam¬ 
pire romance ’’The Twilight 
Saga: Eclipse” fell to eighth 
place with 7.2 million dollars,

Indonesian tribe 


but still enjoyed its 279.8-mil- 
lion-dollar feeding from its 
four weeks in theaters. 

’’The Last Airbender,” di¬ 
rector M. Night Shyamalan’s 
cinematic take on the popular 
’’Avatar” television cartoon 
series about beings endowed 
with powers to control air, 
earth, water and fire, came in 
ninth with 4.2 million dollars.

CIBOLEGER (AFP) - The 
government offered them 
electricity and schools, but 
they refused. The Baduy peo¬ 
ple prefer to walk barefoot on 
their traditional lands on In¬ 
donesia’s Java island. 

Progress? Technology? 
Baduy villager Sapri will 
have none of it. 

”We have a quiet and har¬ 
monious life, close to nature. 
We’ve got everything we 
need,” he told AFP with a 
broad smile. 

The 38-year-old father-of- 
seven cares little for the out¬ 
side world. Global financial 
turmoil matters not a jot to 
him, and the World Cup 
barely registered. 

For Sapri, the world stops 
at the border of ’’Baduy coun¬ 
try”, 5,000 hectares (12,360 
acres) of tropical forest re¬ 
serve in the heart of Java, one 


of the most crowded islands 
on Earth. 

His people number close 
to 12,000 and live semi-sub- 
sistent lifestyles in about 30 
villages. A typical Baduy 
home is made of bamboo and 
and palm leaves, and has no 
windows. Food is prepared 
on wood fires and eaten on 
the floor. Furniture, electrical 
equipment and modem uten¬ 
sils are prohibited. 

’’We’ve respected these 
very strict rules for cen¬ 
turies,” said village chief 
Djaro Dainah, who has been 
appointed to a 14-year tenure 
as the tribe’s chief liaison of¬ 
ficer with the outside world. 

But even Dainah admits 
the tribe cannot remain com¬ 
pletely impervious to the en¬ 
croachment of modernity. 

’’The government has of¬ 
fered us electricity but we’ve 


refused it because we don’t 
want progress to come too 
fast. We want to protect our 
culture, but sooner or later...” 

The Baduy’s origins are a 
mystery. Some say they could 
be descendants of a Hindu 
kingdom who found refuge in 
the mountains as Islam 
spread across most of In¬ 
donesia in the 15th century. 

The purest are the 500 
Urang Tangtu, the ’’Inner 
Baduy” who live in three vil¬ 
lages without any contact with 
foreigners. Anyone who does¬ 
n’t obey the mles is shunned 
and joins the ’’Orang Panamp- 
ing”, the ’’Outside Baduy”. 

Clad in black or dark blue, 
the ’’Outside Baduy” are rel¬ 
atively more liberal but they 
also live austerely and have 
minimal contact with non- 
Baduy despite growing num¬ 
bers of tourists visiting the 
reserve. 

Both groups turn their 
backs on the trappings of 
modernity; they wash in the 
river, they don’t use soap and 
children don’t attend school. 

But octogenarian tribes¬ 
man Cayut said he could see 
change coming even though 
he had never left his village 
except to work in the sur¬ 
rounding rice paddies. 

’’Change has been very 
fast in recent years. We’ve 
been able to keep our culture 


but it’s very difficult,” he 
said. 

It is increasingly common 
for the deep stillness of the 
forest to be broken by the 
ringing of a mobile phone or 
the crackle of a radio. 

’’This wouldn’t have been 
accepted years ago,” said 
Samani, who has a phone to 
help him manage his cloves 
business. 

”It’s hard to keep a balance 
between our personal needs 
and our traditions. It’s very 
difficult to keep the rules of 
our ancestors which date 
from centuries back. But it’s 
our heritage.” 

The 40-year-old said he 
educated his four children 
himself, focusing on ’’the ba¬ 
sics” like counting, some 
writing and reading. 

’’But the most important 
thing is to teach them how to 
farm, how to make brown 
sugar... They have to learn 
skills to support themselves 
in the future,” he added. 

F ifty-year-old villager 
Sakri said that despite the 
growing pressures from the 
world of steel and glass be¬ 
yond the forest, ”our beliefs 
and our culture are strong”. 

’’When I go outside to see 
the world, I don’t change my 
mind and don’t want to live 
there. We have a basic life 
that suits us,” he said.

London ahead of schedule for 
2012 Games

LONDON (AFP) - London 
will be ready a year ahead of 
schedule to stage the 2012 
Olympics, officials said on 
Tuesday, as Olympic greats 
gave the Games venues a test 
run two years to the day be¬ 
fore the festivities open. 

The head of the London 
organising committee, former 
Olympic champion Sebastian 
Coe, told reporters on a tour 
of the capital's newest stadi¬ 
ums that he was "really 
pleased" with the progress of 
the construction, saying it 
was within budget and well 
ahead of schedule. 

"We have a stadium that is 
structurally pretty complete. 
The seats are going in and it 
will be finished by next year," 
he said. 

London Mayor Boris 
Johnson joked that the organ¬ 
isers were so far ahead of the 
timetable that: "The really 
smart thing for us to do as a 
nation would be to hold a 
snap Olympics which would 
catch our rivals napping." 

Rather than the regular at¬ 
tempt to outdo the previous 
Games, the 2012 chiefs are 
set on building a lasting 
sporting legacy for Britain 
and regenerating one of the 
most deprived parts of the 
capital. 

So while the venues may 
be less spectacular than Bei¬ 
jing 2008, and the fireworks 
fewer, London 2012 hopes to 
leave lasting urban infrastruc¬ 
ture and housing rarely cre¬ 
ated by sports events. 

"In the long term, what we 
want is to turn this area of 
east London into a place 
where people are going to 
want to come and live and 
make their careers in for gen¬ 
erations," Johnson told re¬ 
porters, accompanying him 
and the other officials on a 
trip across the city. 

Organisers feel they are on 


track to produce a well-run 
Games on a strict budget, in 
keeping with the tough eco¬ 
nomic times. 

So they are keen to show 
off how the project is running 
to schedule as they hit the 
two-year milestone. 

To show how far the prepa¬ 
rations have come, US athlet¬ 
ics hero Michael Johnson, who 
boasts four sprint gold medals 
from three Games, joined with 
a party of schoolchildren to test 
out a temporary track in the 
80,000-capacity Olympic Sta¬ 
dium. 

Its distinctive white 
crossed-girder architecture is 
well on the way to comple¬ 
tion and the seats are already 
being fitted. 

And British cyclist Chris 
Hoy, who won three golds in 
Beijing, was the first to test 
out the new Velopark, which 
he helped design. 

"We're not just looking at 
this as a competition venue. 
You're looking at the legacy 
beyond London. You can 
train here in a lovely environ¬ 
ment, not in some dingy dark 
velodrome," he told re¬ 
porters. 

As he cycled round he was 
being cheered by construc¬ 
tion workers still finishing 
the venue. 

"Just hearing the cheers 
from the construction work¬ 


ers you can imagine what it's 
going to be like filled to the 
rafters for an Olympic final," 
he said. 

Construction is currently 
well within the event's budget 
of 9.3 billion pounds (11 bil¬ 
lion euros, 14.2 billion dol¬ 
lars). The figure includes 1.2 
billion pounds of a contin¬ 
gency fond, which has yet to 
be used. 

Away from the Olympic 
Park on Tuesday, thousands 
of people were expected at 
London's main Trafalgar 
Square for a day of 2012- 
themed interactive games and 
celebrity appearances, plus a 
"3D Future Zone" with six 
special pods allowing people 
to watch Olympic footage in 
high definition. 

The square was the scene 
of wild celebrations in July 
2005, when London edged 
out Paris for the right to host 
the Games. 

London Mayor Johnson 
was using the two-year mile¬ 
stone to launch an appeal for 
70,000 people to volunteer at 
the Games as everything from 
city guides to press officers. 

"This is a once-in-a-life- 
time opportunity. It is the 
great people of this country, 
with their warm welcome and 
'can-do' attitude, on whom 
the success of our Games will 
depend," he said. 


Blanc still prepared to pick Ribery, 
Benzema 


PARIS (AFP) - New France 
coach Laurent Blanc says he 
is ready to call up Franck 
Ribery and Karim Benzema, 
despite an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion into reports they had sex 
with an under-age prostitute. 

The allegations led to 
France's Minister for Health 
and Sport Roselyne Bachelot 
deeming they should not be 
selected for the national side 


pending the outcome of the 
case. 

Bayern Munich winger 
Ribery, who could face three 
years in prison if convicted, 
has admitted having sex with 
Zahia Dehar but denies 
knowing the call girl was 
under 18 at the time. 

Real Madrid striker Ben¬ 
zema faces the same charge, 
which he also denies. 
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Garza tosses Rays’ first 
no-hitter

ST. PETERSBURG (AFP) - 
Tampa Bay Ray pitcher Matt 
Garza threw the first no-hitter 
in franchise history and the 
fifth in the major leagues this 
season with a 5-0 blanking of 
Detroit on Monday. 

The 26-year-old Garza 
faced 27 batters in nine in¬ 
nings of work Monday for 
the Rays who have been on 
the wrong end of some strong 
pitching this season. He al¬ 
lowed a second-inning walk. 

"I don't care who it came 
from, we needed one," said 
Garza. "We've been on the 
wrong end of way too many 
of those in the last year. 
We've seen three of those and 
we've seen some almost hap¬ 
pen. We needed one just for 
our own confidence." 

The Rays have been held 
hitless three times since last 
July, including a pair of per¬ 
fect games. 

This is the first time there 
have been at least five no-hit- 
ters in a season in 19 years. 
There were seven no-hitters 
in the 1991 Major League 
Baseball season. 

Garza posted his 11th win 
of the season to open a four- 
game home stand at the Rays' 


Tropicana Field. 

"It was one of those days 
where everything lined up," 
Garza said. "The defense 
made great plays. I really 
can't say enough about them." 

Besides walking one, 
Garza fanned a half dozen 
Tigers. Brennan Boesch was 
the only baserunner in the 
second inning for Detroit. 
Boesch got out on an inning¬ 
ending double play. 

Tampa Bay was the victim 
of two no-hitters earlier this 
season. They were no-hit 
May 9 by Oakland's Dallas 
Braden and June 25 by Ari¬ 
zona's Edwin Jackson. 

The San Diego Padres and 
New York Mets are the lone 
MLB teams not have not 
thrown a no-hitter. 

The Mets joined the 
league in 1962 and the Padres 
in 1969. The Rays came into 
being in 1998. 

Garza's teammates mob¬ 
bed him near the mound after 
a performance. 

"That ninth inning," Garza 
said, "I kept telling myself, 
'Just finish it, just finish it, 
just battle, battle. If it's meant 
to happen, it's going to hap¬ 
pen."'

Scholes admits World 
Cup regret

MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Manchester United's Paul Sc¬ 
holes has admitted that he 
may have made a mistake by 
not taking up England coach 
Fabio Capello's invitation to 
play at the World Cup. 

Capello attempted to draw 
Scholes out of international 
retirement in the warm-up to 
South Africa 2010, but the 
midfielder turned down the 
offer. 

England went out at the 
second-round stage, and Sc¬ 
holes said: "A couple of 
weeks into it, I thought I 
maybe should have gone. I 
am not saying I would have 
made a difference. I am say¬ 
ing I might have made the 
wrong decision." 

Scholes has made 66 ap¬ 
pearances for the national 
side and scored 14 goals, but 
has not featured since retiring 
from international football in 
2004. 

The 3 5-year-old mid¬ 
fielder is now determined to 
win the Premier League title 
back from Chelsea. 


Scholes, 35, is build¬ 
ing up his fitness on 
United’s North American 
tour and looks set to get 
another run-out on 
Wednesday against the 
MLS All-Stars. 

Like Ryan Giggs and 
Gary Neville, who has 
stayed at home because 
of a calf injury, Scholes 
concedes he is given 
more rest now by man¬ 
ager Sir Alex Ferguson. 

He said: "I know that 
playing two or three 
times a week, it is not 
going to happen any 
more. So you just have 
to be ready when 
needed. 

"It is accepted, defi¬ 
nitely, given there are 
that many games and at 
our age we have to be ready 
when the manager needs us. 

"You train every day and I 
did not miss a day's training 
last season, which was good. 
I managed to avoid injury. 

"When you are at a club 
like this you have to be capa¬ 
ble of doing that, especially 
like last season when we had 
that many injuries." 

United had to be content 
with the League Cup last year 
after finishing runners-up to 
Chelsea and exiting the 
Champions League at the 
quarter-final stage when they 
lost to Bayern Munich. 

They finished one point 
off the pace and Scholes re¬ 
flected on a spell in Decem¬ 
ber when a number of 
defenders were sidelined at 
the same time. 

He said: "We didn't win 
what we wanted to but were 
not that far off. You do not 
want to use excuses but the 
injuries we had were shock¬ 
ing, really. 

"Hopefully most of us can 
stay fit this year and hope¬ 
fully we can go one step fiir- 
ther than last season." 


Relief a hot commodity as Deadline 
looms 


Acquiring bullpen help a 
challenge but there are some 
available 

This is the no-sleep, 
morale-testing, gut-wrench¬ 
ing, mind-bending week for 
general managers of playoff- 
driven teams. And as is the 
case pretty much every year, 
it’s acquiring reliable relief 
pitching that seems to be the 
biggest challenge of all. 

Because while fans may 
believe their teams are 
merely a bullpen piece or two 
away from being legitimate 
postseason contenders, al¬ 
most everyone within reach 
of the playoffs is looking for 
solid relievers. And the fact 
that relief pitchers — perhaps 
more so than any other type 
of Major Leaguer — are an 
unpredictable breed from 
year to year means that out- 
of-the-running teams pretty 
much need to be blown away 
to move their few premier 
ones. 

Have doubts about the im¬ 


portance of a reliable 
bullpen? Take note of the fact 
that of the top 10 teams in the 
Majors based on relief- 
pitcher ERA, nine are within 
five games of a playoff spot. 

That's why most top-tier 
clubs — the Red Sox, Yan¬ 
kees, Phillies, Dodgers, Reds 
and Braves, to name a few — 
seek even more heading into 
the non-waiver Trade Dead¬ 
line, which is Saturday at 4 
p.m. ET, even though this 
year has been described by 
many as one of the toughest 
in which to acquire solid 
bullpen help. 

"There's not a lot available 
on the market," said Reds 
general manager Walt Jock- 
etty, who recently signed 
Russ Springer — a 41-year- 
old who hasn't pitched in the 
Majors this year — and Jason 
Isringhausen — out for more 
than one calendar year and 
coming off Tommy John sur¬ 
gery — to Minor League con¬ 
tracts, and is still looking for 


even more help for his ’pen. 

But there is some help out 
there. Thank goodness for a 
team like the Blue Jays, who 
have reportedly made three 
late-inning relievers available 
in Kevin Gregg, Scott Downs 
and Jason Frasor. 

"We are continuing to ex¬ 
plore things with clubs and 
talk about ideas," Toronto 
GM Alex Anthopoulos said 
while speaking in generalities 
recently. "Maybe there are 
ways we can get involved in 
three-way and four-way 
[trades]. There is still a lot of 
work to be done with our 
club, and we are going to try 
and find ways to improve it." 

The Indians, Marlins, Ori¬ 
oles, Royals, Mariners, D- 
backs and Pirates, among 
others, could also make some 
of their relievers available. 
And, remember, several relief 
pitchers could also pass 
through waivers unclaimed, 
meaning they could be ac¬ 
quired after the Deadline. 


f Cesc Fab regas will stay at Arsenal’ confesses 
Barcelona’s Andres Iniesta 


Arsenal skipper Cesc Fab- 
regas is set to stay at the Emi¬ 
rates this season according to 
his Spanish team-mate An¬ 
dres Iniesta. 

La Liga champions 
Barcelona have been linked 
with the tenacious central 
midfielder all summer but are 
now resigned to missing out 
on their top transfer target 
and will reignite their interest 
next year. 

Barca ace Iniesta, who led 
his country to World Cup 
glory with the winning goal 
against Holland in the final, 
has spoken to Fabregas and 
admits his international team¬ 
mate wants one more cam¬ 
paign at the Emirates to have 


a final crack at winning the 
Premier League. 

"Cesc [Fabregas] wants to 
be with us, but he told me 
how close the Arsenal fans 
are to his heart," Iniesta told 
reporters. 

"He is a special player and 
I hope he wins the title at Ar¬ 
senal this season. For them to 
win Cesc will have to stay fit 
and injury-free, but he de¬ 
serves to finish with a title. 
For all the work and effort he 
has put in at Arsenal it would 
be a shame if it was all fruit¬ 
less. 

"I have seen time after 
time Lionel Messi win games 
for Barcelona when the rest 
of the team have not been on 


form and Cesc can do that for 
Arsenal this season." 

Iniesta, who along with 
several other Barcelona stars 
have made no secret of their 
desire to see Fabregas return 
to his boyhood club, has 
made it clear he hopes to link 
up with the Arsenal captain 
next season. 

And Iniesta hopes that 
Fabregas fulfills his ambition 
in England next May and fi¬ 
nally gets his hands on the 
coveted Premier League title. 

"Arsenal are not as strong 
as Chelsea. But they try to 
play football the way it was 
intended to be played and 
that should be rewarded," he 
added.

Argentina drop Maradona as coach 



BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AFP) - The Argentine Foot¬ 
ball Association (AFA) on 
Tuesday elected not to renew 
Diego Maradona's contract as 
national team coach, a 
spokesman said. 

Maradona had said earlier 
in the week that he hoped to 
continue in his role but only 
on condition he could keep 
his backroom staff, including 


faithful assistant Alejandro 
Mancuso. 

Doubts had surrounded 
the 49-year-old's future ever 
since a tense meeting with 
AFA head Julio Grondona on 
Monday and newspapers had 
spent the day speculating on 
who would succeed the man 
who led the team to victory 
as star player at the 1986 
World Cup. 

As an inexperienced 
coach, Maradona's record 
over 18 months was less than 
stellar and the team only 
qualified for the World Cup 
finals by the skin of their 
teeth. 

Although several players 
had spoken up for him after a 
run to the quarter-finals of the 
World Cup, where Germany 
proved too strong, the AFA 


decided it was time to give 
the job to someone else. 

One name in the frame to 
succeed him is Alejandro 
Sabella, who led Estudiantes 
to the Copa Libertadores last 
year. 

Other potential candidates 
include Miguel Angel Russo 
(Racing Club) and Sergio 
Batista, currently in charge of 
the Argentine youth set-up 
and who helped steer the 
country to Olympic glory in 
the Beijing Games in 2008. 

Fans reportedly have a 
soft spot for Carlos Bianchi, 
who has enjoyed success 
with Velez Sarsfield and 
Boca Juniors, but his chances 
are believed to be slim due to 
a poor relationship with 
Grondona.

Historic 100m for partially 
sighted Smyth 


BARCELONA (AFP) - Ire¬ 
land's Jason Smyth on Tues¬ 
day became the first 
paralympic athlete to com¬ 
pete in the European Athlet¬ 
ics Championships and 
topped off his achievement 
by qualifying for the 100 me¬ 
tres semi-finals. 

The 23-year-old, who is 
partially sighted, timed 
10.43sec to place fourth in 
his heat and was exuberant 
afterwards. 

"Half the battle in achiev¬ 
ing your goals is just believ¬ 
ing you can do it," he 
enthused. 

"The quality of my vision 
is about 10 percent compared 
to that of a person with full 
sight," he told the European 
Athletics Association. 

Smyth suffers from Star- 
gardt Disease, a genetically 


inherited degeneration that 
causes progressive loss of vi¬ 
sion and can lead to virtual 
blindness. 

Smyth won Paralympic 
gold in the 100m and 200m at 
the 2008 Beijing Games and 
on June 19 clocked a personal 
best 10.32sec over 100m in 
Antrim, Northern Ireland. 

He now hopes to continue 
his run of success as far as the 
London Games in 2012. 

"Jason, you are a credit to 
all your family, but your best 
talent is your humility not 
your running," his grandfa¬ 
ther told the EAA. 

"For this reason you will 
succeed beyond your wildest 
dreams. You make us all so 
proud that you have never 
lost the common touch, and 
your feet are firmly on the 
ground." 
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
